© and for other Purpoſes, it was among other Things enacted, that there ſhall be but one Sheriff Depute or 
© Stewart Depute in every County, Shire, or Stewartry, in Sc:t/and, and that he ſhould be an Advocate of 
© three Years ſtanding at the leaſt, and be nominated and appointed by his Majeſty, his Heirs or Sueceſſors, 
© by Warrant under his or their Sign Manual, with ſuch Continuance as his Majeſty, his Heirs or Suc- 
© ceſſors, ſhall think fit, with competent Salaries; and other Proviſions were made by the ſaid recited Act 
© reſpecting the Appointment of Subſtitut-s ; in conſequence of which Salaries have been granted by his

An Act for better regulating the Manner of carrying Slaves, in Britiſb Veſſels, from the 
Coalt of Africa.—{ 12th July 1799. ] 


« HEREAS it is expedient to regulate the ſhipping and carrying Slaves, in Br:t;/h Veſſels, from the 
6 W Coaſt of Africa -* Be it theretore enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the 
Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and 'Il emporal, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament 
aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, Tnat, from and after the fitſt Day of Auguſt next after the 
paſſing of this AR, it ſhall not be lawful for any Maſter or other Perſon taking or having the Charge or 
Command of any Britifh Ship or Vellel whatever, which ſhall clear out from any Port of this Kingdom, to 
take or have on board, or to convey, carry, bring, or tranſport Slaves from the Coaſt of 4frica to any Part 
teyond Sea, in any ſuch Ship or Veliel, unleſs ſuch Ship or Veſſel ſhall, at the Time of her fo clearing 
out, have been entered for ſuch Purpoſe at the Cuſtom Houle of the Port from whence ſuch Ship or Veflel 
cleared out, 


II. And be it further enacted, That in every ſuch Ship or Veſſel, the whole Space between Decks ſhall

| 4 HEREAS Bankers, Merchants, and others, are, in the Courſe of their Dealings and Tranſact- 


a ions, frequently obliged to entruſt their Servants, Clerks, and Perſons employed by them in the 
© like Capacity, with receiving, paying, negociating, exchanging, or transferring, — Goods, Bonds, 
© Bills, Notes, Bankers Drafts, and other valuable Effects and Securities: And whereas Doudts have been 
© entertained whether the embezzling of the ſame by ſuch Servants, Clerks, and others, ſo employed by 
© their Maſters, amounts to Felony by the Law of England, and it is expedient that ſuch Offences ſhould be 
$ puniſhed in the ſame Manner in both Parts of the united Kingdom ,* be it enacted and declared by the

An Act for continuing and granting to his Majeſty a Duty on Penſions, Offices, and Per- 
ſonal Eſtates in England, Wales, and the Towa of Berwick upon Tweed ; and certain 
Duties on Sugar, Malt, Tobacco, and Snuff, for the Service of the Year one thouſand 
eight hundred, [12th Ce, 17 99 ]J—(For one Year from March 25, 1800.)

any of them, ſhall come or be brought on Shore, or go or be put on board any other Ship or Veſſel in any 
Place within his Majeſty's Dominions, unleſs in ſuch Manner, and in ſuch Caſes, and by ſuch Licence as 
(hall be directed or permitted by ſuch Order or Orders made by his Majeſty, his Heirs or Succeſſors, it:

And be it further enacted, That it the Plague, or other infectious Diſeaſe or Diſtemper as aforeſaid, 
ſhall appear on board any Ship or Vetlel within the Streights of Gibraltar, the Maſter, Commander or other 
Perſon having Charge thereof, ſhall immediately proceed to ſome one of the Foreign Lazarets, and there 
perform Quarantine, until ſuch Time as the Land Lazarct, to be erected as aforeſaid, ſhall, by his Majeſty, 
his Heirs, or Succeflors, by and with the Advice of his or their Privy Council, and by Order of the ſame no- 
tied by Proclamation, or publiſhed in the Londen Gazette, have been declared to be fit for the due Per- 
formance of Quarantine therein; but if ſuch Plague or other ſuch infectious Diſeaſe or Diſtemper as afore- 
ſaid, ſhall appear on board any Ship or Veſſel without the Streights of Gibraltar, then the Maſter, Com- 
mander, or other Perſon having the Charge or Command thereof, thall (unleſs fuch Land Lazaret ſhall 
have been ſo declared to be fit for the due Performance of Quarantine therein) immediately proceed to

Term of Years determinable on one, two, or three Lives, and unlefs ſuch Grant, Leaſe, or Atjurance

in the ſaid Acts; and it may be doubted whether ſuch Copyhold or Cuitomary and Leaſehold Purchales, 
« Wy or in Truſt for his Majeſty as aforeſaid, do not allo * within the ſaid recited Acts: And Waereas it

6 HEREAS the public Safety may require temporary Reſtraints on the Exportation of all or any 
c Sort of Proviſions or Victual whatever, or any Articles uſed as Food for Man: Mey it therefore 
pleaſe your Majeſty that it may be enacted; and be it enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by 
and with the Advice 2nd Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Par- 
liament aſlembled, and by the Authority of the fame, That it ſhall be lawful for his Mezjeity, by Order 
in Council from T'ime to Time, to prohibit, for a Time to be limited in ſuch Order, either generally or 
particularly, and by Name or Deſcription, the Exportation from this Kingdom of all or any Sort of Pro- 
viſion or Victual, or any Article or Articles whatſoever uſed or which may be uſed as Food by Man,

5 by an Act, made in the twenty ſecond Vear of the Reign of his preſent Majeſty, in- 
tituled, An A for the better Reliefs and Emrl:yment of the Poor, the Juſtices of the Peace are 
empowered to appoint one Guardian, and no more, for each Pariſh deſirous of being regulated accord— 
ing to the Proviſions of the ſaid Act: And whereas in many Parithes, by reaſon of their Lxtent and Po- 
pulation, one ſuch Guardian is not found to be ſufficient for the Performance of the Duties thereby re-

And be it further enacted, That it ſhall be lawful for any Officer of Exciſe, at all Times, to go 
and remain on board any ſuch Veſſel as aforeſaid, and to inſpect, examine, and take Account of all Salt, 
and ſalted Fiſh, and other Articles or Commodities whatſoever, in or on board ſuch Veilel. 


X. And be it further enacted, That if the Quantity of ſalted or cured Fiſh actually unladed or delivered 


from on board any ſuch Veſſel as aforeſaid in the Preſence of the proper OKfcer of Exciſe, ſhall fall hort of 


the Quantity ſpecified in ſuch Entry as aforeſaid, in the Proportion of one Part in five of the whole Quan- 
tity ſpecified in ſuch Entry, that then and in ſuch Caſe ſuch Entry ſhall be deemed and taken to be a falſe 
and untrue Entry, and the Maſter making the ſame ſhall forfeit the Sum ot one hundred Pounds. 


XI. And be it further enated, That no Credit or Allowance for Salt uſed in the ſalting, curing, or pre- 
ſerving Fiſh, under the Directions or Authority of this Act, ſhall, at any Time or in any Caſe, be made or 
given beyond the Quantity of Salt actually and % fide employed and ſpent in the falting, curing, and 
preſerving the Fiſh, tor which ſuch Credit or Allowance ſhall be claimed; nor ſhall any tuch Credit or 
Allowance exceed the following Proportions, that is to tay, for every Cran conſiſting of thirty-tour Gal-
